Congressman Knowland has given his endorsement to the bill 


of Congressman McLachlan providing for the establishment of a 
government line of steamers to ply between San Francisco and 
Panama. A peculiar condition ju:-tifies the establishment of such a 
!»ne, which would necessarily have to be withdrawn when the Pan- 
o-.T-a v.'anal is completed and open to traffic. 
There would then be 


no need for such a line, and public policy forbids the idea of the 
government permanently engaging in the ocean carrying trade.

concesMon from the French company it also acquired the Panama 
railroad \\hich has since been operated as a government utility. The 
necessity for the regular shipment of enormous quantities of sup- 
plies, machinery and other materials required for the excavation of 
the canal caused the crovernment to establish a steamship line be- 
tween Xew York and Colon. 
This line has superseded all other 


transportation agencies bct\\een the Atlantic ports and the Isthmus.

A peculiar condition justifies the establishment ot such a 
fine which would necessarily have to be withdrawn when the Pan- 
ama' canal is completed and open to traffic. There would then be 
no need for such a line, and public policy forbids the idea ot the 
government permanentlv engaging in the ocean carrying trade. 


When the United States government bought the Panama canal 


concession from the French company it also acquired the Panama 
railroad which has since been operated as a government utility, inc 
necessity for the regular shipment of enormous quantities ot sup- 
plies machinery and other materials required for the excavation ot 
th- canal caused the government to establish a steamship line be- 
tween New York and Colon. 
This line has superseded all other 


transportation agencies between the Atlantic ports and the Isthmus. 


On the Pacific side the Pacific Mail is the sole dependence for 


communication between California ports and Panama. 
The Pacific 


Mail does a large coasting business with the Mexican and Central 
American port- its steamers touching at many places and conse- 
quently making slow voyages. 
The officers of the company say 


that without this wav trade it would not be possible to operate the 
line 
Nevertheless the merchants of San Francisco and Los An- 


o-ele* have insistently demanded quicker N o> ages and more frequent 
tailings to accommodate through traffic. The only feasible way to 
meet this demand is for the government to establish a line between 
San Francisco and Panama.similar to the one now plying between 
New York and Colon, and thus take complete control ot the through 
transportation route by way of the Isthmus. That is what the Mc- 
Lachlan bill provides for.

to place the Pacific ports on an equal footing with the Atlantic ports. 
It is not a question of general policy, but of exigency, and their de- 
mand is entirely reasonable and just.
